SIR ROBERT JACKSON, SYG'S SPECIAL REP FOR INDOCHINA RELIEF, 

EXPRESSED APPRECIATION TO AMB BENNETT FOR US HELP IN GETTING 
28 UN PERSONNEL OUT OF SAIGON, INCLUDING UNDP RESREP SALES 
ABOUT WHOM THERE HAD BEEN CONCERN. HE LISTED UN 
PERSONNEL REMAINING IN SAIGON AS TWO DOCTORS WITH ASSIS- 
TANT AND THREE UNICEF PERSONNEL (ONE OF LATTER ALSO REPRESENTS 
UNDP). UN RECEIVED PERMISSION INDIRECTLY EARLY APRIL 29 FROM 
KHMER ROUGE IN PHNOM PENH TO ALLOW 610 PERSONS DEPART FROM THEIR
